John  L.  Harrington  is  the  president  of  the  JRY  Corporation,  the  majority  partner  of  the  Boston  Red 
Sox.  Harrington  joined  the  Red  Sox  in  1973  after  serving  as  controller  of  the  American  League  of  Pro¬ 
fessional  Baseball  from  1970-73.  He  is  also  currently  the  executive  director  and  trustee  of  the  Yawkey 
Foundations,  which  support  numerous  humanitarian,  cultural,  educational  and  athletic  endeavors. 

Prior  to  entering  baseball  in  1970,  Harrington  was  an  assistant  professor  at  the 
Graduate  School  of  Management  at  Boston  College,  his  alma  mater,  where  he  con¬ 
ducted  courses  in  Managerial  Accounting  and  Management  Information  Systems. 

He  earned  his  Bachelors  degree  from  BC  in  1957  and  his  Masters  degree  in  Busi¬ 
ness  Administration  in  1966,  while  also  being  licensed  as  a  certified  public 
accountant  in  1966. 

A  commissioned  naval  officer  from  1958-60,  Harrington  was  aboard  the  USS 
Charles  R.  Ware,  a  Navy  Destroyer  that  travelled  extensively  throughout  the  world. 

Harrington  is  a  director  of  the  Shawmut  Bank  of  Boston  and  the  New  England  Sports  Network.  He 
is  also  affiliated  with  various  charities,  serving  as  a  director  of  Emmanuel  College  and  the  Catholic 
Charitable  Bureau  of  Greater  Boston.  In  the  past,  he  was  president  of  BC’s  Alumni  Association,  and 
also  corporate  secretary  and  trustee  of  the  Dana-Farber  Cancer  Institute.  He  was  the  recipient  of  the 
William  McKenny  Award  from  BC  and  has  received  a  papal  appointment  as  a  Knight  of  Malta. 

Harrington  and  his  wife,  Maureen,  reside  in  Westwood,  MA  and  have  three  children:  Brian,  Sean, 
and  a  married  daughter,  Debra  McNulty. 
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HAYWOOD  C.  SULLIVAN 


Haywood  Sullivan  has  been  a  general  partner  in  the  ownership  of  the  Red  Sox  since  May  1978.  He  is  a 
Boston  baseball  success  story  —  a  reserve  catcher  who  rose  from  the  dugout  to  team  ownership. 

A  top  pro  prospect  in  both  football  and  baseball,  Sullivan  signed  with  the  Red 
Sox  on  June  15, 1952.  The  Sox  outbid  the  New  York  Yankees,  among  other  teams, 
for  Sullivan’s  services.  The  6-4,  210-pounder,  plagued  by  chronic  back  problems, 
played  in  only  60  games  over  parts  of  four  seasons  for  the  Sox  before  being  dealt 
to  the  Kansas  City  A’s,  where  he  appeared  in  252  games  from  1961-63  before  retir¬ 
ing  to  manage  in  the  minors.  Two  seasons  later,  in  1965,  he  was  back  to  manage 
the  A’s,  leaving  at  year’s  end  to  rejoin  the  Red  Sox  as  vice  president  in  charge  of 
player  personnel.  Within  a  year,  on  the  heels  of  eight  sub-.500  seasons,  the  Red  Sox  became  con¬ 
tenders.  And  so  they  have  remained  under  Sullivan’s  leadership. 

Sullivan  is  a  member  of  Major  League  Baseball’s  Budget  and  Audit  Committee,  Umpire  Develop¬ 
ment  and  Long-Range  Planning  Committee.  He  was  elected  in  1988  to  his  second  four-year  term  on  the 
Major  League  Executive  Council,  and  is  a  trustee  of  the  Jimmy  Fund.

Lou  Gorman  is  running  the  Sox’  baseball  operations  for  the  ninth  year.  He  handles  all  matters  relating 
to  the  operation  of  the  major  league  club  on  the  field,  and  holds  the  overall  responsibility  for  the  pro¬ 
curement  and  development  of  talent. 

Coming  to  Boston  was  a  return  to  his  roots  for  Gorman,  who  grew  up  in  Provi¬ 
dence,  Rhode  Island.  Lou  graduated  from  LaSalle  Academy  in  Providence  and 
Stonehill  College  in  North  Easton,  Massachusetts. 

He  began  his  major  league  career  as  the  assistant  farm  and  scouting  director 
for  the  Baltimore  Orioles,  after  having  served  in  the  minors  as  general  manager  at 
Lakeland,  in  the  Florida  State  League  and  Kinston,  NC,  in  the  Carolina  League.  In 
1985,  he  was  inducted  into  the  Kinston  Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

Lou  serves  on  the  Major  League  Amateur  Study  Committee,  the  Major  League  College  and  High 
School  Committee,  and  is  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Major  League  Scouting  Bureau.  He 
is  also  on  the  board  of  visitors  of  Massachusetts  Maritime  Academy,  and  the  Science/Management 
Council  at  Bridgewater  State  College.

Red  Sox  pennant  races  before  and  after,  “The  Impossible  Dream”  is  perhaps  recalled 
and  cherished  the  most.  Winning  championships,  after  all,  had  been  a  lost  art  for  over  two 
decades.  TUI  post-World  War  II  Boston  powerhouses  had  begun  to  decline  during  the  mid-’50s, 

9-66  the  franchise  did  not  post  a  winning  season.  After  losing  100  games  in  1965,  the 
Sox  “improved”  by  10  games  the  next  year  and  finished  a  half-game  out  of  the  basement. 

So  when  rookie  manager  Dick  Williams  brashly  predicted  during  spring  training  of  1967  that 
ub  would  win  more  than  it  lost,  long-suffering  fans  could  be  forgiven  for  their  skepticism, 
illiams  delivered,  as  the  Sox  played  hard-nosed  ball  from  the  first  day  of  spring  training. 
After  hovering  around  the  .500  mark  for  the  first  half,  the  Sox  erupted  in  mid-July.  A  10-game 
winning  streak — the  club’s  longest  in  16  years — pulled  the  “Cardiac  Kids”  to  within  a  half-game 
lace  White  Sox.  The  last  six  of  these  victories  were  on  the  road,  and  when  the  team 
came  home*  Williams  and  his  players  were  greeted  by  15,000  wildly  cheering  fans  {photo,  previous 
page).  ”tiowcan  we  lose,”  marveled  outfielder  Tony  Conigliaro,  “with  people  like  that  behind  us?” 

26,  the  Sox  held  sole  possession  of  first  place  that  late  for  the  first  time  in  18  years, 
now  a  wild  and  woolly  free-for-all  among  the  Tigers,  Twins,  White  Sox,  and  Red  Sox, 
who  took  turns  leapfrogging  into  the  lead.  With  10  games  to  go,  it  was  Boston’s  and  Minnesota”s 
turn,  with  Chicago  a  half-game  and  Detroit  one  game  back.  Then,  a  yeoman  effort  by  Carl 
YastrzemsM  hitting  over  .500  down  the  stretch,  carried  the  Sox  into  a  season-ending  two-game 
series  with  the  Twins  at  Fenway.  A  split  would  spell  doom  for  the  hometown  nine.  But  a  sweep 
would  oust  the  Twins  and,  with  the  White  Sox  already  eliminated,  leave  only  the  Tigers. 

Yaz’s  three-run  homer  won  the  first  game.  In  the  second  his  game-tying  single  and  a  throw  to 
peg  the  potential  tying  run  at  second  kept  the  Sox  alive.  When  shortstop  Rico  Petrocelli  squeezed 
Rich  Rollins’  pop  for  the  final  out,  pandemonium  reigned.  Then  a  hush  descended  as  players  and 
fans  hunched  around  radios  to  listen  to  the  Tigers’  contest.  Detroit’s  Dick  McAuliffe  grounded 
into  a  game-ending  double  play,  and  the  Red  Sox  were  champions  for  the  first  time  since  1946.

he  seven  years  following  the  Impossible  Dream  were  fire  and  ice  for  the  Sox  and  their 
fans.  While  the  franchise  had  indeed  turned  a  corner,  posting  winning  records  in  every  season, 
the  teams  weren’t  quite  strong  enough  to  catch  hot  clubs  in  Detroit  and  Baltimore. 

In  1972  the  Sox  finished  an  agonizing  half-game  behind  the  Tigers,  due  to  a  players’  strike 
wnicmran  left  baseball  with  unbalanced  schedules.  Detroit  ultimately  played  156  games  to 
Boston’s  155,  and  beat  the  Sox  two  out  of  three  at  the  end  of  the  season  to  squeeze  the  title.  Then 
1974  the  Sox  seemed  to  have  the  division  wrapped  up  in  late  August  when  Luis  Tiant  shut  out 
for  his  20th  win  to  provide  a  seven-game  cushion.  The  Orioles,  however,  won  28  of 
1  games,  while  the  Sox  dropped  21  of  their  last  35  to  wind  up  third,  seven  games  out. 
rookies  put  the  pop  back  in  the  Sox  the  following  season,  as  Fred  Lynn  and  Jim  Rice 
o  95  victories  and  the  pennant.  As  the  only  player  in  history  to  win  the  Rookie  of  the 
awards  in  the  same  year,  Lynn  hit  a  whopping  .331  with  21  homers,  47  doubles, 
Rice  had  compiled  a  .309  average  with  22  homers  and  102  RBI  before  his  season 
eptember  21  due  to  a  broken  hand. 

Two  mid-season  additions  also  buoyed  the  team.  On  June  13  the  Sox  bought  Denny  Doyle  from 
the  Angelslind  he  proved  to  be  a  stretch  run  catalyst  by  putting  together  a  22-game  hitting 


streak  and  fatting  .310  while  scoring  a  career-high  50  runs  in  89  games.  Carlton  Fisk,  who  had 
missed  an  entire  calendar  year  with  a  career-threatening  knee  injury  and  a  broken  right  arm, 
returned  to  the  lineup  on  June  23  and  hit  .331  with  10  homers,  52  RBI,  and  47  runs  in  79  games. 
Th^fortbMd,  the  club  took  over  first  for  good  on  June  29,  beating  the  Yankees  3-2.  Holding  a 
tenuous  orl-game  lead  in  mid-July,  the  Sox  reeled  off  10  straight  wins.  After  going  9-6  on  a 
rugged  16-day,  six-city  road  trip,  the  club  came  home  seven  up  with  37  to  play. 

There  would  be  no  late-season  heartbreaks  this  time.  The  Sox  clinched  a  tie  on  September  26 
by  sweeping  a  doubleheader  from  Cleveland  by  identical  4-0  scores  as  Tiant  and  Reggie  Cleveland 
hurled  shutouts  on  a  foggy  evening  at  Fenway.  A  5-2  loss  to  the  Indians  the  following  afternoon 
delayed  the  outright  clinching  for  several  hours  until  the  Orioles  lost  the  first  game 
of  a  doubleheader  to  the  Yankees  that  night.

awards.  The  Rocket  wound  up  at  24-4  with  a  league-leading  2.48  ERA,  while  flamboyant  Oil  Can 
Boyd  pocketed  16  victories,  and  Bruce  Hurst  blossomed  to  win  13.

By  early  July  the  margin  was  up  to  eight  games,  but  the  Sox  scuffled  over  the  remainder  of  the 
month.  The  pesky  Orioles  heated  up  and  made  a  run,  inching  to  within  2 1/2  games  in  early  August 
before  fading.  The  defending  division  champion  Blue  Jays  also  took  a  stab,  creeping  to  within  3i/2 
games  on  August  29. 

The  folllwing  day,  however,  the  club  embarked  upon  an  11-game  winning  streak  to  break  the 
would-be  race  wide  open.  By  September  18  the  lead  was  up  to  10i/2,  and  ten  days  later  the  club 
clinched  the  division  as  Boyd  beat  the  Blue  Jays  12-3  at  Fenway.

It  took  a 
s  for  that  margin  to  evaporate,  as  a  hitting  slump  plus  Clemens’  absence  from 
4-29  due  to  a  shoulder  problem  enabled  Toronto  to  charge  back  into  the  race. 

A  first-place  deadlock  with  six  games  left  set  the  stage  for  a  Sox-Jays  three-game  showdown  at 
Sox  took  the  see-saw  opener,  7-6,  on  unknown  Jeff  Stone’s  9th-inning  pinch  single, 
three  homers  then  powered  the  Sox  to  a  7-5  win  the  next  day  before  the  Jays  revived 
to  win  Sunday’s  contest  and  move  back  to  one  game  off  the  pace. 

The  Sox  clinched  a  tie  for  the  title  the  following  night  by  beating  the  White  Sox  while  the  Jays 
dropped  oft  in  Baltimore — but  a  one-game  playoff  loomed  when  the  Sox  and  Clemens  lost  the 
next  evening,  and  a  Jays  win  shaved  the  lead  to  one  once  more. 

It  all  came  down  to  the  final  night  of  the  season.  Boddicker  and  Jeff  Reardon — who  had 
rushed  back  from  serious  mid-season  back  surgery  to  either  win  or  save  the  final  five  victories — 
combined  to  hold  Chicago  to  one  run.  With  the  tying  runs  on  base,  Brunansky’s  dramatic  game¬ 
ending,  sliding  catch  in  right  field  off  Ozzie  Guillen  brought  yet  another  pennant  to  Fenway.
